It is likely that there will be a 
sufficient balance in tiis 26,000,000 
bond issue item for Memorial 
Plaza to pay for the War Memorial 
Building on the plaza, the Post- 
Dispatch learned today, in advance 
of the report of the condemnation 
commissioners for this project. 

City officials have feared that 
cost of acquiring the land might 
consume the whole fund, but in- 
dications are that the net damage 
award for the  propert will be 
about $5,000,000, The ie ordi- 
nance provided $6,000,000 for the 
land, in 10 city blocks downtown, 
and the memorial structure, with- 
out specifying how much could’ be 
spent on each, but during the bond 
campaign in 1923-.it was suggested 
that the land would cost $5,000,- 
000, leaving $1,000,000 for the 
building. tising . realty values 
caused the apprehension that the 
fund would be insufficient, but as- 
sessment of benefits against adja- 
cent property downtown will cover 
the margin. 

A tentative estimate of the dam- 
age awards and benefit assess- 
ments which the 
may set was given to the Post-Dis- 
patch today, in response to an in- 
quiry, by Associate City Counselor 
Muldoon of the condemnation SCC- 
tion. He said the damages, cover- 
ing value of property to be con- 
demned within the site, would ap- 
proximate $6,600,000, while bene- 
fits to be charged to the surround- 
ing district -would be about $1,- 
600,000. The difference is what 
the city must. meet. with bond 
money. 

Boundaries of the Area. 

The benefit area, roughly, will 
be bounded by Sixth street on the 
east, Eighteenth street on the w est, 


Lucas avenue on the north and the 


Mill Creek valley railroad yards on 
the south, Muldoon said, with ex- 
tensions to Twenty-second street 
along Chestnut and Pine streets. 

Comprising the plaza site are the 
six city blocks bounded by Twelfth. 
Fifteenth, Market and Pine: the 
northern two-thirds of the blocks 
on the south side of Market, be- 
tween Fourteenth and Fifteenth, 
where the Municipal Auditorium 
will be erected as quickly as the 
city can gain possession of the 
Site; the block bounded by Thir- 
teenth, Fourteenth, Olive and Wine. 
and the block bounded by Twelfth. 
Eleventh, Market and Chestnut. 
where the new civil courthouse is 
being built. 

The condemnation commission- 
ers expect to complete their report, 
benefits and the 
within two or three 
weeks after which the city can gain 
possession of the site by paying the 
amount of damages into court, 
pending the period for possible le- 
gal contest of the awards. It may 
be some time before the city will 
be prepared to clear the plaza. 

About 47 per cent of the plaza 
area has been acquired ‘by the city 
by direct, purchase, Muldoon said. 
for almost $3,000,000. The amounts 
paid will be included in the sum to 
be fixed by the commissioners as 
total damages, in compliance with 
stipulations between the city and 
the former owners. 

Need of Additional Funds. 

City officials have announced the 
need for an additional bond issue 
of $4,475,000 for completion of 
Memorial Plaza, to pay for an un- 
derground public garage, a trolley 
subway in Market street, between 
Twelfth boulevard and Fifteenth 
street; necessary sewers, a change 
in grade of the site and statuary 
and ether adornment. 

While the Memorial Plaza Com- 
mission, designer of the civic build- 
ings for the plaza, has indicated 
that the contemplated War Memo- 
rial should cost more than $1,000,- 
000 in order to be builtYn the man- 
ner desired, Louis La Beaume, sec- 
retary of the commission, said to- 
day that $1,009,000 likely would 
prove sufficient for an acceptable 
structure.

The Two Questions Involved. 
The question was: 

“Do you know who received any 
of the Liberty bonds which were 
distributed by the Continental 
Trading Co.?”

“Did you ever discuss any of 
these bond transactions with Harry 
Sinclair ?” 

A slip of paper containing the 
questions was passed to Nye, who 
propounded them in slightly differ- 
ent form to the witness, who re- 
fused to answer.

art had no khowledge of the source 
of the questipns when he refused 


ao naan hte. Por all he knew, 


Nye was acting upon his own im- 
pulse. Moreover, Stewart was re- 
called to the witness stand the fol- 
lowing day and Senator Walsh, 
acting in behalf of the committee, 
formally propounded the questions 
a second time, warning Stewart of 
the consequences if he refused to 
answer, and again Stewart refused. 

All of these circumstances likely 
will be presented to Justice Siddons 
by the Government in arguing for 
the exclusion of evidence tending 
to show the connection of the Post- 
Dispatch and its correspondent 
with the inquiry. 

Routine testimony to prove that 
Stewart refused to answer ques- 
tions asked by the Senate com- 
mittee opened the Government's 
attempt today to convict him of 
a misdemeanor. Stenographers 
who took Stewart’s testimony be- 
fore the committee Feb. 2 and 3 
testified. that Stewart had ‘been 
asked the questions and had re- 
fused to answer. 

Nye Testifies for Government. 

Over repeated objections from 
defense counsel, the Government 
placed the testimony of. Senator 
Nye into the record. 

Although forced to revise most 
of his questions, District .Attorney 
Rover finally got Nye, who has 
been chairman of the oil commit- 
tee since Dec. 13, 1927, to testify 
to the best of his recollection re 
garding the questions he asked 
Stewart and the Indiana Standard 
Oil official's replies. 

To the question, w hether Stewart 
had discussed the matter of Con- 
tinental Trading Co. bonds with 
Sinclair, Nye said his recollection 
Was that Stewart replied: 

“I shall have to decline to an- 
swer.’’ 

Rover then asked the Senator it 
he thought he could more accu- 
rately give the questions and an- 
swers if furnished a copy of the 
printed record of the oil commii. 
tee’s proceedings. Hogan of de- 
fense counsel objected and was sus. 
tained. 

Rover than asked Nye if he re- 
called any other questions he had 
asked Stewart which the oil man 
declined to answer. -Hogan again 
objected and after Justice Siddons 
had ruled the Government had a 
right to direct the witness’ atten- 
tion to other questions, Rover 
Shortened his question and Nye re- 
plied: ‘‘I have asked so many ques- 
tions this winter that I don’t re- 
member what other questions I 
asked.”’ 

Asked if he recalled asking Stew- 
art if he knew of anyone receiving 
any of the Continental bonds, Nye 
said he remembered a question to 
the effect and that Stewart de- 
clined to answer. 

The North Dakota Senator said 
he had propounded the same ques. 
tions on Feb. 3 as on the previous 
day, and probably one more, and 
that the replies were substantially 
the same. 

Justice Siddons has stated on 
several occasions that he at some 
time during the trial would proba- 
bly have to rule on the pertinency 
of the questions put to Stewart. 

Walsh on Witness Stand. 

Senator Walsh (Dem.), Montana, 
prosecutor of the Oil Committee, 
was next placed on the stand. He 
gave testimony similar to that -of 
his fellow-committeeman, and, as 
in the case of Nye, District Attor- | 
new Rover was not allowed to ask 
the witness if his memory would, 
be refreshed as to the exact phrase- 
ology of the questions asked by 
Stewart by referring to a printed 
copy of the Senate testimony.

WASHINGTON, June 1. —Exten- 
sion of the “educational efforts” 
of the power companies to the high 
schools of Colorado, New Mexico 
and Wyoming was gone into today 
by the Federal Trade Commission. 
The commission dealt with the ac- 
tivities of the Rocky Mountain 
Committee on Public Utility infor- 
mation through documents submit- 
ted in its inquiry into the financ- 
ing of the power utilities of the 
country. 

While George Lewis, executive 
manager of the committee was on 
the stand, Robert E. Healy, coun- 
sel for the commission introduced 
a pamphlet which had been pre- 
pared by Lewis in 1923, entitled: 
“Now for the high schools.” 

Lewis had said in the pamphlet 
that the success attending the 
“educational efforts” in colleges 
and universities, prompted an ex- 
tension of the program for the 
coming year that will embrace the 
high schools.” He told of a plan 
for the committee to issue a series 
of papers ‘containing material cov- 
ering the four branches of the util- 
ity industry,” and added: “The 
material in these papers is. being 
especially designed for presenta- 
tion to high school assemblies and 
upper classes in grade schools.” 

Promoting School Courses. 

The pamphlet was addressed to 
other utility organizations in the 
Rocky. Mountain district and told 
them they could “interest the 
school officials in your town in this 
project.”’ 

The suggestions was made that 
in broaching the subject, “you 
stress the fact that all universities 
and colleges in Colorado and New 
Mexico have enthusiastically adopt- 
ed complete study courses or lec- 
tures: that they have proved so in- 
teresting and instructive and of 
such vaule from an_ educational 
standpoint that school officials 
have unanimously requested their, 
continuation during the coming’ 
year.” 

In a letter to Arthur Prager of 
the Gas and Electric Co., Albuquer- 
que, N. M., Lewis said: “The high 
and grade schools provide the most 
fertile field in the nation for im- 
planting and passing along friend- 
liness and understanding of the 
public utility industry. Every man- 
ager should take advantage of the 
wonderful opportunity not only to 
win friends for the industry, but 
for his own organization as well.” 

In another document. intro- 
duced. Lewis said that ‘among the 
chief activities of the committee is 
a program of speaking in the high 
schools, colleges and Universities” 
and added: “Specially prepared 
lectures have been presented in ev- 
ery university and college in Colo- 
rado. In approximately 100 high 
schools in the three States lec- 
tures are being delivered by utility 
men, some of them having been 
trained for this particular work. 
Illustrated lectures are being given 
in every one of the eleven Denver 
high schools.” 

Playing Both Sides. 

In the letter dated Feb. 6, 1923,- 
written by Lewis to M. H. Ayles- 
worth, of the National Electric 
Light Association it was reported 
that a very definite demand for ni- 
formation along the lines of “‘muni- 
cipal ownership” was being dis- 
covered as the program progressed. 

The Colorado School of Mines 
and the State Agricultural College 
was named as having requested 
that municipal ownership be_ in- 
cluded in the list of topics covered 
by the committee’s pamphlets. 

“We find,” Lewis wrote, “that 
our speakers are questioned very 
closely along municipal ownership 
lines even when they do not touch 
upon this subject in their talks.” 

Under date of Nov. 9, 1927, 
Lewis wrote to local managers of 
utilities regarding proposed debates 
to be held by the Colorado High 
School debating league regarding 
the Boulder Dam project as out- 
lined in the Swing-Johnson bill. 
Lewis suggested that the managers 
miight have requests for informa- 
tion from the sides opposed to the 
bill and said that the University of 
Colorado, “under whose auspices 
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the. debates are held, will gladly 
provide material opposed to the 
Swing-Johnson bill (just as it will 
provide material favoring it) if re- 
quest is made.” 

Paying “Expenses.” 

Payments to defray expenses of 
professors in Colorado colleges for 
attending ‘educational meetings” 
sponsored by the committee were 
detailed by Lewis. None of the pay- 
ments was large, and Lewis said 
the ex- 
penses incurred by the professors 
for travel and hotel bills to attend 
“educational meetings.” This phase 
was developed by Healy, after 
Lewis had related that his com- 
mittee had been “instrumental itn 
getting a professor’ to conduct & 
speaking course for public utilities 
employes in Pueblo, Colo. 

Saying the Pueblo employes 
wanted a “speaking class along the 
lines of that in Denver,” Lewis said 
he got in toych with University of 
Colorado authorities for sugsgecs- 
tions. 


“They got in touch with Colora- 
do College,’’ he added. A Prof. 
Copeland was named by him as 
having been selected to conduct the 
course about eight months ago. 

Healy asked whether there was 
any connection between the speak- 
ing ‘course and the extension edu- 
cation service conducted by the 
University of Colorado. Lewis said 
it was agreed to let the Pueblo 
class “éperate under the jurisdic- 
tion of the Colorado Extension Di- 
vision.” In response to an inquiry 
about how the course was financed, 
Healy said the students each patd 
about $5 and a small part of the 
receipts went to the college while 
most of the money was used to pay 
the instructor. 

Lewis said the professors whose 
expenses for attending the “edu- 
cational meetings” had been paid 
by his committee taught at the 
University of Colorado, Colorado 
College, the State Teachers’ Col- 
lege and the State Agricultural 


College. 


The checks were sub- 
mitted by Healy as evidence, and 
were payable to Charlies C, Mie-| 
row, A. P. R. Drucker, John H. 
Cover, William A, Sturm, L. D. 
Crain, O. M. Dickerson, E. -A. 
Phinney, E. K. Hartzell, W. L. 
Abbott, I. W. Howard and others. 

Lewis testified that he would 


| have to investigate concerning pay- 


ment of $275 which Healy said his 
records showed had been made by 
the committee in 1925 for enter- 
tainment of the Colorado Editorial 
Association. The check was not 
produced by Lewis. 

Payments of $25 a month to the 
Salem (Ore.) News Bureau of E 
Hofer & Son, was brought up by 
Healy. Lewis explained that the 
bureau gave a resume of building. 
activities. 

“Its aim possibly is to defeat 
such things as Muscle Shoals, is 
it not?” Healy inquired, and Lewis 
answered “yes.” 

A letter indicating co-operation 

between the University of Colorado 
and the Rocky Mountain Commit- 
tee on Public Utilities Information 
in the teaching of “publie utility 
economics” was introduced yester- 
day while Lewis was testifying. 
. The letter was written by Lewis 
in February, 1926, as a report to 
John C. Parker, of Brooklyn, N. 
Y., chairman of the co-operation 
with educational institutions com- 
mittee of the Joint Committee of 
National Utility Associations, It 
told of an agreement with thé unt- 
versity for joint financing of # fel- 
lowship for Hubert P. Wolfe, a 
Northwestern University graduate. 
The report said that Wolfe, at the 
time, was making ‘“‘a survey of all 
text books used in the high schools 
of Colorado, to determine what ine 
accuracies exist with reference to 
public utility subjects.” 


Utility Executives on Faculty. 

“In this work,” Lewis contin- 
ued, “he has succeeded in obtain- 
ing the assistance of the university 
librarian. Mr. Wolfe also is as- 
sisting in the compilation of a se- 
ries of more than 100 lessons com- 
prising a correspondence course in 
public utility economics, recently 
launched by the University of Col- 
orado through the efforts of this 
committee. We now have 24 pub- 
lic utility company executives as 
members of the university faculty, 
and Mr. Wolfe is collaborating 
with each in the preparation of 
the nine miajor subjects covered.” 


Payments to Wolfe Shown. 

Various checks paid by the 
Rocky Mountain Committee to 
Wolfe were introduced, and Lewis 
explained that some were for ‘“‘sa]- 
ary” and others to defray expenses 
of sending Wolfe to utility meet- 
ings. To one was attached a note. 
dated Oct. 31, 1927, and signed 
“H. P. W.,” which said $656.75 
“makes up .the Broadmoor spree 
account.”

HGH SCHOOL GIRL 
SLAIN BY YOUTH 
WHO KILLS SELT 


F caine Omaha _ Student 
Followed Her From Build- 


ing and Shot Her From 


Behind.

OMAHA, Neb., June 1,—Walker 
Suchart, 17 years old,, former 
North high school student, shot 
and. killed his sweetheart, Miss 
Alice Brainerd, 17, and then took 
his own life yesterday. 

The shooting was witnessed by 
three North high students. Alice. 
with two girl students on leaving 
the school building, followed by 
Suchart and his chum, Norman 
Michelson, 15.. No attempt at 
conversation was made, the girls 
said. Norman and Walker had 
gone to the school early in the 
afternoon and waited until dis- 
missal. 

When about 10 blocks from the 
school, Walker drew a revolver 
and fired twice at Alice, the bul- 
lets entering the back of her head. 
She died instantly. Suchart then 
turned the weapon on himself. He 
died an hour later at a hospital. 

Norman told police he met Wal- 
ker at the Michelson home and 
they walked to the school, where 
Norman was a student. 

Walker mentioned casually that 
Alice had quarreled with him ata 
dance. 

“I thought nothing of it,” Nor- 
man said, for they were always 
having a row about something.”’

Firemen Helpless as _ Lor- 


entz Lazerine Residence 
on the Ladue Road Is 
Destroyed. 


Lack of fire plugs, due to a 
fight over annexation, forced fire- 
men to stand by while the $35,000 
residence of Lorentz Lazerine on 
the Ladue road,a mile west of 
Clayton, burned to the ground yes- 
terday evening.

An ordinance to make Olive and 
Locust streets one-way thorough- 
fares for eight blocks downtown, 
between Twelfth boulevard and 
Fourth street, was introduced in 
the Board of Aldermen today at 
the instance of Director of Streets 
and Sewers Brooks. 

All including trolleys, 
wouid go east in Olive and west in 
Locust, westbound Olive cars 
switching across ‘Twelfth. This 


proposal ties with previously intro- 
duced bills concerning rerouting of 
the Hodiamont, Page and Wells- 
ton cars downtown. City officials 
hope to have them all passed be- 
fore the Aldermen go on vacation 
June 29. 

Another ordinance’ introduced 
for the Street Department, today 
would legalize the nine automatic 
traffic signals to be installed 
shortly on, widened Olive street.

3000- MILE Flint 


Aviators Land in Mesopotamia 
After Being Unreported 
Since Tuesday.

KARACHI, India, June 1.—The 
Spanish airplane, Jesus Del Gran 
Poder, attempting to break the dis- 
tance flight record came down yes- 
terday at Nasiriyah near Ur of the 
Chaldees. 

Captains Ignacio Jiminez 
Francisco Iglesias made a forced 
landing. Nasiriyah, in Mesopotamia, 


is approximately 3000 miles from 
Seville, Spain, where they started 
at noon Tuesday. 


Seville dispatches last night 
credited the two flyers with hav- 
ing passed the long distance flight 
record of 3911 miles set by Clar- 
ence Chamberlin and Charles A. 
Levine on their flight to Germany. 

A radio message was received at 
the Tablada airdrome, Seville, say- 
ing the flyers had reached Nasira- 
bad, capital of the District of Aj- 
mere, British India. Nasirabad is 
approximately 4500 miles east of 
Seville and was some 500 miles pe- 
yond the flyer’s goat, Karachi. 
Later an English radio message 
was received at the airdrome con- 
firming the first. 

Seville immediately began to cel- 
ebrate the feat of the aviators, who 
started for the East at noon Tues- 
day and were unreported until 
yesterday so that many thought 
they had headed for Cuba instead 
of India. The flyers had hoped 
to make a trans-Atlantic flight, 
but the Government intervened 
and forbade such an attempt in a 
land airplane. 

The first word of the flyers 
since their hop-off reached the 
flying field yesterday when an un- 
named English boat reported by 
radio the flyers had dropped a 
note in a metal tube saying all 
was well aboard the plane. The 
ship was about 800 mHes from 
Karachi. 

' Both flyers are bachelors and 
less than 30 years old. Capt. Jim- 
inez, a former infantry man, has 
the reputation of being Spain's 
best aviator. He holds the Span-: 
ish record for a duration flight of 
28 hours and the altitude record

The drawing 
will take place the day of the 
race. The Baltic Exchange sweep- 
stakes, drawn here yesterday, al- 
though much smaller than the 
Stock Exchange, will have a first 
prize of £19,000. 

Only 24 horses remain in the 
Derby field. Lord Derby’s Fair- 
way continues a firm favorite at 
11 to 4. Flamingo remains sec- 
ond choice at 11 to 2. Another 
entry, although apparently having 
no chance on form, is getting pub- 
lic backing at 18 to 1 owing to the 
fact that his jockey will be Steve 
Donoghue, who has won six Der- 
bys. The Agha Khan, spiritual) 
head of millions of Indians, is run- 
ning a likely outsider in Ranjit 
Singh, now 14 to 1. Two French 
contenders, Bubbles 2d and Palais 
Royal 2d, will face the starter.

Millions Will Be Wagered 
Through Lotteries on Result 
Of English Derby Next Week

many millions is beyond dispute. 


The race itself is worth, now- 
adays, about £11,000 or £12,000 to 
the owner of the winner, according 
to the original number of entries, 
but this and the money actually 
wagered at the track is but a drop 
in the bucket compared with the 
total bet all over the world. 

Individual cash betting on the 
race is perhaps less than it\was in 
the ‘“‘good old days” when game- 
sters staked their fortunes and an- 
cestral halls on the 3-year-old of 
their fancy, but the amount in- 
volwwed nowadays far exceeds any- 
thing ever dreamed of by old time 
gamblers. Of the British public at 
large the great majority insist on 
having ‘a shilling or so” on the 
greatest horse race of the year, and 
whether they take any interest in 
the turf or not the modern craze 
for big “sweepstakes” alone ac- 
counts for vast sums. 

Grow Bigger and Bigger. 

Despite the condemnation of 
moralists and the somewhat hypo- 
critical frowns of the law, the 
number and value of the Derby 
“sweepstakes” grows bigger and 
bigger every year, and this year all 
previous records will be beaten. It 
is computed that roughly £1,000,- 
000 will be distributed in two of 
the biggest ‘‘sweeps” alone, while 
the number and value of relatively 
smaller affairs and prizes is incal- 
culable. 

Greatest and most popular of 
these is the famous Calcutta Turf 
Club “Sweep,” which, originatty 
limited to members of that sport- 
ing organization, has now become 
a world-wide affair, with ramifi- 
cations beyond computation. Ow- 
ing to legal obstacles the total 
value of the subscriptions received 
and the amount of the prize money 
distributed is never disclosed until 
after the race, but it is reported 
that more than $5,000,000 worth of 
tickets have been sold. On the 
basis of this report, the winner will 
get about $1,300,000, second about 
$650,000 and third about $325,000. 

Last year a $15-a-week dental 
mechanic who ha? been living in 
poverty all his life, scooped the 
huge Calcutta pot, and this year 
there were millions desirous -f 
emulating him—the main difficulty 
being to get tickets through accred- 
ited sources, though as may be im- 
agined from the size of the prizes 
this obstacle is not insuperable.

sures  a@.substantia!l prize, while 
holders of tickets drawing “also 
rans’”’ get around £500 or £600. 

In this connection a somewhat 
undesirable element has been intro- 
duced as the number of runners 
is undoubtedly affected and swoll- 
en for the actual race. 

Many an owner would pay the 
minor forfeits and limit his liabili- 
ties over an entry which had not 
come up to expectations and which 
obviously had little or no chance 
of success, but the possibility of a 
friend drawing that horse in the 
big “sweeps” is sufficient to make 
him hold his hand. Anybody draw- 
ing a horse could well afford to 
reimburse the owners total outlay, 
about 200. pounds, for running the 
animal, and many such offers are 
indeed made. Hence since the 
growth of the mammoth “sweep” 
craze Derby fields are getting larg- 
er and larger. 

In by-gone days rarely more 
than a dozen or so competitors 
faced the starter at Epsom, but 
nowadays the number is nearer 30, 
Or even more, of whom 75 per cent 
might just as well be in their sta- 
bles for all the chance they stand 
of winning. Owning an “also ran” 
in the Derby can be made a prof- 
itable thing, though it is true that 
the number of owners qualified for 
and capable of entertaining such 
consideration is relatively small.

WASHINGTON, June .—The 
Irish Free State and New Zealand 
have accepted Secretary Kellogg's 
invitation to participate in the ne- 
gotiation and to become original 
signatories of the proposed treaty 
for the renunciation of war. 

Secretary Kellogg made public 
the text of the two acceptances and 
announced that Canada’s reply had 
been handed to American Minister 
Phillips in Ottawa. The Canadian 
reply also is understood to be fa- 
vorable., 

“The Government of the Irish 
Free State will be glad to partici- 
pate in, and to further by every 
possible means, the negotiations 
which may be necessary for the 
conclusion of the pacts,” its note 
says. 

The New Zealand Government 
said it had received with “warm 
appreciation the invitation ad- 
dressed to New Zealand,” and 
would “be happy to share in any 
negotiations leading to the conclu- 
sion of the proposed treaty.”

FIRST MEETING 
IN TUTTLE MEMORIAL 


First Parish Session of 1928 
to Be Held in $400,000 
Building Monday. 


Work on the Bishop Tuttle 
Memorial, a gothic structure ad- 
joining Christ-Church Cathedral at 
the southeast corner of Thirteenth 
and Locust streets, has reached a 
stage that will permit the holding 
of the annual parish meeting in it 
Monday evening. 

The $460,000 building will be 
completed by next fall when it will 
be formally dedicated. Razing of 
Schuyler House, which occupied 
the site, began in April, last year, 
and construction of the new memo- 
rial was begun immediately there- 
after. The parish meeting was 
postponed from last January in or- 
der that the first meeting of. the 
year might be held in the new edi- 
fice. The officeg are ready now, 
and \the staff is Mqying in. 

The memorial is a seven-story 
| buildnig, 78 feet high, but is de- 
signed for the later addition of six 
stories and a spire at the front and 
three stories at the rear. The build- 
ing then will be slightly higher 
than the Shell building, opposite on 
the northeast corner of the inter- 
section, and the tip of its spire, 150 
feet from the ground, will overtop 
Christ Church Cathedral spire by 
20 feet. 

How the Money Was Raised. 

Funds for the memorial, which 
commemorates the 40 years’ serv- 
ice of Daniel Sylvester Tuttle as 
Bishop of Missouri, were raised by 
public subscription, directed by a 
non-sectarian committee, including 
a Jew, a Catholic and representa- 
tives of various denominations. 

Cathedrai offices, the city mis- 
sionary’s headquarters, choir and 
vesting rooms occupy the first 
floor. The entire basement is oc- 
cupied by a large swimming pool 
and a gymnasium. 

A dining room wbBich seats 409 
pers*ns and a men’s clubroom are 
on the second floor. On the third 
is a large clubroom for women and 
girls and a home economic room 
with adjoining kitchen, besides a 
committeg room and living apart- 
ments for social workers. 

Includes Open Air Playground. 

Schuyler Memorial Auditorium, 
seating 600, is situated. on the 
fourth floor. It is to honor Dean 
Montgomery Schuyler, who direct- 
ed efection of the Cathedral and 
was in charge of it for more than 
40 years. On this floor also is a 
chapter room in memory of former 
members of the Cathedral Chapter. 

In the rear of the Bishop's and 
Lean’s offices on the fifth floor 
and over the fourth-floor memori- 
al auditorium, is open air play- 
ground with tiled floors and high 
walls. Living quartefs for the 
clergy are on the sixth floor. 

Contributions already exceed the 
cost of this seven-story unit. The 
excess is to go to maintenance 
and, upon accumulation of the 
necessary amount, to construction 
of the complete 150-foot structure.

WASHINGTON, June 1—Assum- 
ing that West Virginia's delegates 
are in the bag as a result of Tues- 
day's primary, Gov. Smith now has 
a minimdm of 680 votes in the 


Houston convention. This is 30 
more than one-half of the conven- 
tion. Seven hundred and thirty- 
four votes are needed to nominate. 
The following table shows the 
present bed-rock strength of the 
Governor. It eliminates all his 
claims which are disputed by other 
candidates: 

Arizona, 6; California, 26; Colo- 
rado, 8; Connecticut, 14; Delaware, 
6; Idaho, 8; Illinois, 46; Iowa, 26; 
Maine, 12; Massachusetts, 36;) 
Michigan, 30; Minnesota, 24; Mon- 
tana, 8; Nevada, 6: New Hamp- 
shire, 8; New Jersey, 28; New 
Mexico, 6; New.

What He Can Afford to Lose. 

It is generally thought that on 
the break-up of the other delega- 
tions he will have eight from Ne- 
braska, 30 from Indiaha and 49 
from Ohio. The total in this cate- 
gory is 94. 

Ninety-four votes added te the 
number assured and claimed gives 
76560 as the possible total on an 
early ballot. This computation 
leaves out of account the 26 Ken- 
tucky delegates, who are yet to be 
chosen. 

Smith is expected to win some 
of them, perhaps as many as one- 
half. It leaves out of account the 
18 from Arkansaes, among whom 
Smith has an undetermined degree 
of subsurface strength. From all 
these figures it appears that Smith 
will win, even though the follow- 
ing delegations may stand against 
him en masse to the end: Ala- 
bama, 24; Florida, 12: Texas, 49:

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch; 
ARLETON BEALS, who replies eva- 
sively to my Sandino letter, using

aragua for the purpose of obtaining evi- 
dence from Sandino which would dis- 
credit our Government in the eyes of the 
world, but he has failed completely to do 
so. He is now in Mexico City where the 


Mulloy is a Baker appointee and therefore responsible 
to the State administration. He moreover has the 
confidence of the community, which he can immense- 
ly gratify by appointing a grand jury entirely free 
from the vicious influence of couhty politics. 

The moral degradation and political corruption in 
St. Louis County are a disgrace to Missouri. There 
is scarcely a form of organized vice that is not openly 
practiced in the county. The number of gamblers, 
moonshiners, bootleggers, gunmen, thieves, hijackers, 
rumrunners, highwaymen a adventurers in the 
county must constitute a considerable community in 
itself. It is not a community that St. Louis can 
afford to have at her gates. It is not a community 
that the county can afford to shelter. The gambling 
hells, the roadhouses, the dog races, the dives, blind 
tigers, joints, crap games, the sordid rendezvous of 
the underworld, and the flagrant corruption of those 
who are sworn to uphold the law, should be swept 
away by a single wave of indignation. 

This is a duty in which the State can assume a 
very great part. The county has been long acquiescent 
in the growing power of the lawless. Things have 
reached a pass where the highways of the county are 


and sold; The gambling resorts of the county /are 
as open as those of Palm Beach. The outlaw is 
supreme. Not even California before the vigilantes 
rose to clean out the Augean stables of the argonauts 
was more lawless than the county is. When annexa- 
tion was voted upon in September, 1926, fear of the 
city police and the city courts drove the whole un- 
derworld of the county to the polls in self defense. 
Indeed, there never can be union between the city 
and the county while the one is law-abiding and the 
other is lawless. That solidarity which we so need 
must be in: spirit as well as in fact.. A law‘abiding 
and a lawless people can never be one, whatever our 
civic aspirations may be. 

Clean up the county! It fs impossible to foresee 
how far its demoralization will spread if it is not 
checked. It has already extended its vicious circle 
further than we would like to admit. Clean it up, 
fumigate it, disinfect it, and make it a fit place for 
law abiding citizens.

Nicaraguan rebellion plot was hatched.

There may have been guests at that Jackson Day 
dinner who questioned the accuracy of Bowers’ par; 
allel between the invisible government of 1828 and 
1928. If so, their doubts have been removed by the 
Federal Trade Commission's investigation of the 
Power Trtst. Since that dinner we have seen the 
Power .Trust’s lobby powerful enough to defeat a 
Senate resolution. We have heard, from numerous 
witnesses, how the press in different states has been 
beguiled into printing the Power Trust's propaganda.

The erection of the Burns statue here is due to 
the efforts of the St. Louis Burns Club which was 
founded shortly after the World’s Fair, where a rep-

Mr. W. K. Bixby, an ardent admirer of Burns, one 
of the founders of the club and its president since its 
birth, conceived the idea of erecting a statue, and is 
the principal contributor to the fund. The task of 
raising’ the remainder of the fund and erecting the 
statue was undertaken by the Burns Club. The club 
was fortunate in obtaining the services of the emi- 
nent scplptor Robert Aitken, himself a Scot, who 
gave both his genius ‘and enthusiastic labor to the 
modeling and making of the statue. He has given 
St. Louis an admirable conception of the farmer poet, 
admirably handled. He presents the poet as a young 
farmer, clad in simple garb of the plowman, with a 
book in one hand and a scythe hanging on his arm 
and resting on the ground behind him. 

Through the generous co-operation of the board 
of directors of Washington University, who have un- 
dertaken the custody of the memorial, an excellent 
site was obtained. It is at the junction of Skinker 
road and Forsythe boulevard, in front of the Bixby 
Art Building, facing Forest Park. 

The statue ‘will be unveiled Saturday afternoon at 
2 o’clock, with appropriate ceremonies. The memori- 
al will be a charming and inspiring addition to the 
very few excellent works of art in the public places 
of St. Louis. 
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NO TEAPOT DOME FOR MEXICO. 

President Calles of Mexico has summarily dis- 
missed Gen. Jose Alvarez, his chief of staff, upon 
discovering that Alvarez smuggled large shipments 
of silks into Mexico. Pointing out that Alvarez “be- 
trayed the elementary principles of honor and moral- 
ity,” Calles considered it

But what is a scant month’s rations in that 
tireless ferocity and how can valor prevail against 
such an adversary! Plans of rescue go bravely on, 
but in the face of despairing odds. The world aroused 
to a full realization of the perilous character of this 
voyage will continue to hope while a shred of hope 
remains and will pay reverent homage to the gal- 
lantry of these sons of Italy.

What Price Domestic Electricity 


Domestic Consumers, as of 1926, Paid 5.7 Times as Much for Current as Industrial 
Users of Electricity; Conditions Which Once Justified Greatly Lowered Rate 
to Big Users Have Now Completely Changed; Huge Profits in Electricity Have 
Been Made From Small Consumers, Who Have Become Accustomed to Present 


Level and in General Acquiesce in It.

electric rate situation is the fact that 

for a quarter of a century there has 
been almost no effort at basic readjustment 
in the method by which rates are de- 
termined. Domestic rates for electricity 
have been and still are from five to 10 times 
us great as wholesale power rates. Yet 
the conditions which 25 years ago justified 


T HE outstanding feature of the domestic 


the granting of exceptionally low rates to - 


industrial users have completely changed. 
There is now no longer the need to attract 
the large industrial power consumers dur- 
ing periods of off-peak, as was the case at 
the inception of the industry. The demand 
for current during the whole day is now 
so high that the use of electrical generating 
equipment probably surpasses the use factor 
cf almost any other industrial equipment, 
outside of the strictly continuous process 
industries and services. In the face of these 
significant changes, not only has there been 
very little done in the way of removing 
or cutting down the large differentials 
originally established between industrial and 
domestic consumers, but these differentials 
in many places have actually been in- 
creased. Statistics show that whereas in 
1923 lighting consumers. paid on the av- 
erage 4.8 times as much as power consuri- 
ers, by 1926 this differential had been in. 
creased to 5.7 times as much.* 


Consideration of the methods which have 
been employed in arriving at domestic 
rates inevitably shows that they are ‘much 
Figher than would be required to meet 
generation, transmission, and domestic dis- 
tribution costs. It is recognized on all 
sides that in the early days lighting rates 
were fixed with a view to covering, not 
only all costs of Senerating and distribut- 
ing all current used for lighting, but also 
the entire overhead expense of plants 
which were also serving power consumers. 
No one pretended that the higher rates 
charged lighting consumers were in any 
way & measure of the greater cost of dis- 
tributing current to them. Since those 
early days the cost of producing electricity 
has so declined that the rates paid by power 
users are generally sufficient to meet their 
share of all overhead expenses. But the 


relative charges for power and domestic | 


service have remained largely ag before. 

Quite obviously, costs have figured hari- 
ly at all in the processes by which the rates 
now charged different classes of consum.- 
ers have been determined. The guiding 
frinciple which has been followed in the 
fixing of electric rates has been and still 
is to charge for each class of service what 
the traffic will bear. Rates as a whole 
have from time to time been brought down, 
because of comparisons made by public 
scrvice commissions between revenues as 
a whole and costs as a whole: but little 
attempt has been made to work out a 
proper equilibrium between revenue and 
expense for any one class of service. Espe- 
clally is this true of the charges and costs 
affecting domestic service. 


In the absence of any more — rational - 


method of determining electric rates the 
temdency has been for the electric utilities 


to charge the large users competitive prices 
and the small consuiners monopolistic 
prices. As the large consumer cannot be 
made to pay much more than the actual 
cost of production, most of the very large 
profits in the electrical industry have conse- 
quently been taken from the small con- 
sumers—not through rendering them a 
growing service but through charging them 
high unit prices. On the other hand there 
appears to be no effective way by which the 
small consumer can get his case adequate- 
ly presented to the Public Service Commis- 
sions and considered by them. Such pre- 
sentation can only be made at great ex- 


pense and no public agency is constituted © 


and equipped to render this distinctly pub- 
lic service. 

So the small consumers as well as the 
commissions, having long ago become ac- 
customed to a certain level for domestic 
rates, have in general acquiesced in its 
continuance. Neither has eas yet fully 
realized that great technical improvements 
in electric generation, together with a more 
diversified and continuous demand should 


_before this have resulted in a great reduc- 


tion in domestic electric rates.

URGES HOSPITALS 
10 DROP FRIPPERIES 


Dr. Fishbein, at Nurses’ Gradu- 
ation, Says Wealthy or 
Poor Get Best Service. 


To make the expensive modern 
hospital accessible to the patient 
of moderate means, flowers, dra- 
peries and other fripperies should 
be discarded and friendly, personal 
attention substituted to stiffen 
morale, Dr. Morris Fishbein of 
Chicago, editor of the American 
Medical Journal and author of 
“Medical Follies,” said at com- 
mencement exercises of the Jewish 
Hospital School of Nursing at 
Temple Israel last night. 

“Only the rich, because they can 
affo-d it, and the poor, because 
they offer themselves as subjects, 
get the best medical care,’”’ he ex- 
plained. “The rich man alone en- 
jovs the full benefit of nursing— 
and nursing often means the dif- 
ference between life and death. 

“The average patient of the mid- 
dle class finds it rather difficult to 
be sick satisfactorily in one room 
and a kitchenette. But when he 
goes to a hospital he expects lux- 
uries,:simply because the hospital 
started out as a sort of hotel for 
the entertainment of wealthy 
guests who happened to be ill. 

Unaccustomed Luxury. 

“The modern system is to pro- 
long illness so the middle-class pa- 
tient can continue in unaccustomed 
luxury. <A speedy cure and the re- 
turn to an earning capacity should 
be the aim. The fact that a person 
becomes sick does not change his 
social status or make him a mil- 
lionaire.”’ 

Dr. Fishbein pointed out that the 
increased cost.,of medical care, due 
mainly to elaborate hospital equip- 
ment for diagnosis, was causing 
medical men to emphasize the need 
of prevention of disease and early 
attention to the sick. 

He described the development of 
the hospital from the dreaded 
workshop of the surgeon to whith 
a patient had to be dragged by a 
patrol full of police 50 years asv 
to its present status as a convenicnt 
and pleasant place in which to be 
sick “It used to be,” he _ said, 
“that the worse a medicine tasted 
and smelled the better satisfied 
was the patient. Now he is told to 
go to bed and eat sensibly. 

New Status of Patients. 

“The most important thing in 
modern scientific medical care, 
which is more and more concern- 
ing itself with hospitals, !s the re- 
lationship of doctors and nurses 
to the patient as a human being,’ 
concluded Dr. Fishbein.

MAY BE HOMEMADE 


There Are Several Kinds In- 
cluding Bride’s Cake 
and Wedding Cake. 


The home cook is not called on 
very often to bake a wedding cake, 
but as many home weddings are 
in prospect now that June is here, 
it might not be amiss to devote 
space to wedding cakes. 

Of course, there are many types 
of wedding cakes, but the bride’s 
cake and wedding. cake are the 
more popular. As a matter of fact, 
either type may be baked at home 
by a cook who understands the art 
of cake baking. 

One of the most popular recipes 
for bride’s cake calls for six egg, 
whites; one and one-half cups su- 
gar, one-half cup. butter, three- 
rourths cup milk, three cups cake 
flour, three teaspoonfuls of bakin@ 
powder and one-half teaspoon fla- 
voring, almond or rose preferred. 

Explicit directions for mixing the 
ingredients and baking the cake 
are as follows: Measure flour after 
sifting once. Add baking powder 
and sift two or three times. Grease 
pans and shake in some flour to 
dust them. Cream butter before 
adding the sugar a little at a time. 
If butter is hard, a little hot water 
will help creaming process. Make 
mixture as fluffy as possible. Have 
egg whites cold and beat until bowl 
may be inverted without spilling. 
Whip in the creamed butter and 
sugar. Sift in flour, add flavor and 
beat until smooth. Unless you have 
a heart-shaped pan, bake in tube 
pan, putting the cake into the oven 
at 350 degrees and after the first 
15 minutes increase heat to 370 de- 
grees. The time for baking is about 
45 minutes. When cake is baked 
allow it to cool a little before re- 
moving from pan. When _ cool, 
cover with butter cream icing tint- 
ed with fruit or vegetable coloring. 
When the foundation tint is spread, 
ice with white boiled or marshmal- 
low icing, spread on thickly. When 
cake is cut it will disclose the note 
of color. 

Wedding cake is not only more 
expensive to make, but is it also 
more difficult to mix and bake, The 


| ingredients for a wedding cake are 
'two cups of shortening, two cups 


of sugar, six eggs, fourcups seeded 
raisins, four cups of currants, one 
cup shelled almonds, two table- 
spoons of chopped orange peel 
and the same of chopped lemon 
peel, two cups of sliced citron, one 
cup of grape juice, four cups of 
flour, two teaspoons cinnamon, 
four teaspoons of baking powder 
and one-half a teaspoon each of 
crated nutmeg, of ground mace and 
salt, one-fourth teaspoon each of 
allspice and cloves. 

Cream shortening and sugar to- 
gether; add beaten yolks of eggs; 
add raisins and currants, which 
have been washed and dried and 
over which a half a cup of flour 
has put through food chopper 
with lemon and orange peel and 
add sliced citron very fine and add; 
stir in grape juice and half of 
stiffly beaten whites of eggs; sift 
together flour, baking powder, 
spices and salt and add; mix well 
and fold in remainder of. beaten 
whites; . pour into 12-inch loaf 
pans which have been greased and 
lined with flour layers of brown 
paper and bake in moderate oven 
one hour: then cover with double 
layer of brown paper, put asbestos 
plates underneath and continue 
baking about two hours longer.

It Will Serve Several Meals 
and Is an Economical 
Investment. 


The baked ham that is used for 
dinner on Sunday should provide 
enough meat for at least one and 
probably two other meals during 
the week. Depending on the siz2 
of the family, either a small whole 
smoked ham or half of a large 
one should be bought. If this is 
soaked for several hours’ before 
boiling, it is better in flavor and 


more tender. 
Add Seasonings, 
In boiling ham, add to it one 
small onion, two whole cloves, a 


tiny piece of bayleaf and a sprig} 


of parsley. Boil the ham slowly, 
allowing 30 minutes for each pound 
after the water begins to boil. One- 
half hour before the ham is done, 
remove it from. the fire, skin, 
spread a mixture of equal parts of 
brown sugar and fine bread crumbs 
over the surface Of the ham. 

Stick in a few whole cloves and 
eight or 10 halves of canned apri- 
cots or several slices of canned 
pineapple. These may be fastened 
on to the ham with toothpicks and 
add considerably to the flavor of 
the finished product. They are, of 
course, not necessary, and may be 
omitted if economy is required. 

Bake the ham in a hot oven for 
one-half hour. If desired the ham 
may be boiled on Saturday, pre- 
pared for baking, and kept in a 
cool place until Sunday. If this is 
done, alow 45 minutes to an hour 
for baking in a moderate oven as 
the ham must heat through as 
wall as brown. 

Slices of the boiled ham cut one- 
quarter inch thick are used for 
dinner Monday night, broiled 
quickly in a very hot’ oven and 
served with sauted mushrooms. 

If there still remains some left- 
over ham on the third day use it 
in a salad. This may be simply 
made combined with celery or 
shredded cabbage with a Russian 
dressing or it may be made with 
one cup*cold boiled ham (cut in 
cubes), one-half cup celery (cut 
fine), lettuce, one cup peas (fresh 
or canned), one-half cup mixed 
pickles (cut in pieces), one tea- 
spoon minced onion, mayonnaise. 

Season with salt and pepper, mix 
with mayonnaige and serve cold on 
lettuce leaves. Garnish with bits 
of tomato, pickled beets or sliced 
hard-boiled eggs.

On Account of Its Food Value 
This Humble Vegetable Has 
Been Exalted. 

Not because they make our hair 
curl, as our grandmothers used to 
tell our mothers. Not because they 
cause our cheeks to burst immedi- 
ately into roseate bloom.

To quote, “carrots have more 
high marks than any other vege-

The first high mark should be 
given carrots because of general 
wholesomeness. This rather un- 
popular vegetable has an invalu- 
able power of keeping the blood 
in its normal alkaline state. Like- 
wise, it enters into a protective al- 


liance with other vegetables and 


fruits and helps to prevent putre- 
faction in the intestines. As jf this 
were not enough, the carrot also 
provides, through its roughage, a 
mechanical help which tends to 
rid the body of waste. 

High mark No. 2 is for energy. 
Not just energy, but an especially 
wholesome type of energy. Some 
of the calories or measures of this 
energy are found in the body build- 
ing material contained in the car- 


rots, while others are furnished in | 


the fat and carbohydrate present. 

High mark No, 3 is for lime, and 
this is a very high mark indeed. 
Because, if we eat even a moderate

FOOD VALUE OF RHUBARB 


It Has Several Mineral Compon- 
ents Which Make It Valuable. 
Rhubarb contains from 92 to 95 

per cent water, therefore, counted 

in calories, the food value of this 

“vegetable fruit” is not high. Its 

tartness, however, is due to the 

presence of certain mineral salts 
and it is a valuable addition to the 
diet. ! 

The tartness of the rhubarb 
makes it necessary to add consid- 
erable sugar in order to make it 
palatable and the sugar gives the 
finished product high energy value, 
though the rhubarb in itself is low 
in food value.

This knowledg¢ has helped im- 
méngeély in evaluating in a given 
tasé the functional capacity of the 
i:idneys. 

Examination methods dependent 
upon thé ability of the kidney to 
exeréete a certain substance in a 
given time (renal function tests) 
aré also weed. The substance ts 
né used must be easily recognizable, 
atid usually a dye is employed. It 
must Have a constant excretion rate 
in thé urine and this must be 4+- 
términed by trying it on hundreds 
of normal people.
